IJ With the expoztation and pzocedure whereof, Treaſure of Gold and 
Xi 7 Slluer may from time to time be bzonght in andincreaſed: which Trea- 
= Z ſureſo bzought in, hath been by ſundzy Acts ofParliament made inthe 
5D < We ſeuerall agesand Reignesof OurPyogenitozs , ozdatned to bee as an 
8 S {mmoueable and perpetuall ſtocke, which Chouldneuer goe fozth againe, 
butſhould cecetneavayly increaſe without diminution ,and bee conſerned, aſwellfozthe ma- 
kingand maintainingofiuſt and honourable w9arres, either Offenſiue 02 Defenſine ; as foz 
the adozning and furniſhingof Dar Kingdometi ttme ofÞeace, and ſtrengthening the ſame 
with that reputation, which followeth States which are eſtcemed rich of Treaſure: By 
- which Statutes alſo it was moſt pzonidently and politiquely fozeſeene, that ifno Golde oz 
Stluer ſhould bee ſuffered, directly oz indirectly, to paſſe ont of this Pur Realme, itmuſt 
"follow ofneceſſitie, That the fozreigne Commodities (being foz the moſt part but delicacies, 
and ſuperfluities) couldnot poſſibly be Jmpozted in greater quantities, then thenatiueCom- 
-modities of Our Kingdome mought at the leaſtanſwere and balaricetn Commerce ;becauſe 
there was no meanes left, to ſatilfie o2 ſupplie any ouerplus by Nur Gold o2 Siluer ; By 
which courle this Realme ſhould haue beene ſecured neuer to runne behind-hand, and yet 
ſtill to bee in good poſſibilitie , toincreaſeand aduance in wealth and Riches : But now voee 
are giuen to vnderſtand, That, notwithſtanding fo many Statutes, made againſt the 
Expoztation of Qur Gold and Silver, and that vpon ſo great danger, and ſeuere penal- 
ties: yet neuertheleſle, great quantities of the ſame are continually carried foozth into foz- 
reigne parts ; not onely foz ſupply of Commerce, in reſpect ofthe excelle of fozreigne Com- 
modities (which ts a thing init ſelfe intolerable )butalſo vpon ſecret and ſubtiligaines,made 
atthe Mints abzoad,taking aduantage attheeractueſſe of Dur Puſtice,and tendernesofour 
Honour, in keeping the Standardof Dur Coine moze inuariable,then it ts in anyother place, 
oz State ofEurope; which Artifices,as Wee doe not appzooue ,no2muchlefſe emulate, fo ne- 
nertheleſſe , wee are willing by all meanes to fruſtrate; and p2euent the pzeiudice that re- 


| doundeth vnto Bsthereby; the rather fozthat the inconuenience isgrowne to thatheight, 
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and is made ſo noto2ious and viſible to the eyes of allmen; as that Our Coine paſſeth as vſu: © © 
ally andfamiltarly in patmentsin parts beyond the Seas,as if it were the currant and pzoper 


Copne ofthe laid parts, to the ineſtimable detriment and impoueriſhing of Pur Kinadome. 

© U9ee therekoze keeping a continuall watch ouer the good of Our people; by theſe pzcſents, 
by the aduice of Our Pztnie Connecell, doe publiſh and declare, # ſtraitly charge andcommand, 
as well Our Treaſurer of England, Chancellour of ©ur Exchequer , and v9arden of the 
Cinque Po2ts,02 his Deputte, as all other Our Pudges, Barons ofthe Cxchequer, Yuſtices, 
Officers, and Pinilters, and moze eſpectally Qur Cuſtomers, Comptrollers,and Searchers, 
and their Deputies and waiters, andalfo the Farmours of Our Cuſtomes in any of Onr 
Pozts, and their Deputies oz Waiters, and all other Our Officers and Miniſters to whon: i: 
may appertaine, and all Qur Subtects in generall; That all Statutes made and in fo2ce, a- 
gainſt the Expoztation of Golde oz Stluer in Coyne, YJewels,PÞPlate, oz Ueſſell, oz howſocuer, 
be ftrattly and ducly kept and obſerned, and diligently and carefully pzoſecuted and putt exc- 
cution, vpon paine, not onely of f}ePenalties and Fozfeitnres in the ſayd Statutes, oz any of 
them conteined, but alſo of Qur high indigna!ton and diſpleaſure, and ſuch pzoſecution and 
cenſure, as (hall be fit, as in acauſe of State ; andaiſo vyon paine of Oar high indignation,

otherwile, with intentton to expo2t, oz with intention to put it tnto the hands of them which
